Oar  Eastern  dates  by  the  Sierra  Nevada 
■are  up  to  the  5th  of  March.   The  announce- 
nent  is  made  of  the  capture  of  Augusts,  by 
a  portion  of  Sherman'*  troops    *>nt  there  is 
a  want  oi  definiteneB  about      e  despatch 
that  leaves  room  for  doubts  as  to  its  or..ct« 
ness.   Another  telegram  gives  us  the  intel- 
ligence of  the  capture  by  Sheridan  of  the 
n  federate  general  Early  and  a  large  body 
his  troops,  between  Staunton  and  Char- 
lottesville.  The  latter  place,  it  is  said,  was 
subsequently  captured  by  the  Federals.  If 
such  i»  the  case,  Lee's  position  will  have  be 
oome  doubly  precarious  ;  for  Charlottesville 
forms  the  joootion  ol  the  Lynchburg  aad 
Staunton  lines  of  railway  to  Richmond. 
President  Lincoln  has  issued  his  inaugural 
address  for  his  second  term.   It  is  a  short 
unpretending  document  of  two  paragraphs  ; 
one  devoted  to  telling  the  people  of  the  Re- 
public that  they  know  as  much  about  the 
war  as  be  does  himself,  and  that  be  disclaims 
all  predictions  as  to  the  period  of  its  termi- 
nation ;  and  the  other  to  the  question  oi  sla- 
very. The  inaugural  Is  a  modest,  unaBuming 
document,  and  becomes  strongly  imbued  to- 
wards its  close  with  religious  sentiments. 

Prom  England  oar  newspaper  dates  are 
to  the  22nd  of  January.  The  principal  items 
of  interest  in  the  press  are  those  in  connec- 
tion with  India,  China  and  the  Colonies.  In 
India  the  war  with  Bhootan  is  progress 
ing.  One  fort  has  been  captured  by  our 
troops,  and  the  advanoe  so  far  into  the  ene- 
my's country  has  not  met  with  much  opposi- 
tion—many of  the  natives,  indeed,  repudiat- 
ing all  connection  with  the  authors  of  the 
mischief  by  asserting  that  they  are  not  Bhoo- 
tanese  but  Bengalees.  The  Chinese  rebellion 
appearo  to  have  oome  to  a  final  termination. 
The  last  plaoe  held  by  the  rebels  was  Boo- 
chow,  and  here  the  barbarity  of  the  Taepings 
was  pre-eminent— wholesale  decapitations  ot 
their  own  soldiers  having  taken  plaoe  pre- 
vious to  its  surrender.  The  Franco  Chinese 
force  has  been  disbanded,  and  it  was  though 
that  the  English  contingent  would  meet  with 
a  similar  fata. 

From  New  Zealand  the  news  is  anything 
but  satisfactory.  The  'natives  are  still  de- 
fiant, and  Sir  Qeorge  Orey  is  blamed  for  the 
fruitless  results,  in  not  showing  magnanimity 
when  required,  and  in  giving  indications  of 
maudlin  weakness  when  he  should  have  shown 
strength  and  determination.  It  is  not  sur- 
prising, therefore,  that  the  Governor  should 
be  unpopular,  and  that  he  and  the  Assembly 
-  are  playing  at  cross  purpoaee.  A  portion  ol 
{he  English  press  advises  the  Aisembly  to  ask 
for  his  recall.  In  the  meantime  200  of  the 
Maories,  who  were  held  as  prisoners,  have 
escaped  and  occupy  a  strong  position  on  tha 
top  of  the  mountain  at  Matakona.  The  mili- 
tary rnd  to  Z  turanga  is  checked  by  the  hos- 
tility of  the  natives,  and  other  demonstrations 
of  a  disag.eeable  nature  are  being  made,  All

The  papers,  however,  seem 
satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  ladies 
exercised  the  privilege.     A  more  serioux 
result  sprang  from  the  blunder— tbe  Cl 
had  the  nam*  privilege,  and  proceeded  to  use 
it.   John  was.  however,  so  m  sled  and  con- 
fused that  bis  vote  was  in  most  cases  either 
given  to  his  opponents,  or  struck  out.  Pro 
tection  seems  still  the  great  political  princi- 
ple in  Victoria  much  to  the  disgust  of  the 
London  7tm«  ,  which  seems  to  see,  io  the 
practical  application  of  the  doctrine,  Aostraa 
lian  industries  flourishing  to  tbe  detriment  of 
English   importations— a  frightful  state  of 
affairs  crtaioly.   The  Timet  is,  however,  not 
content  with  showing  its  abhorrence  of  pro* 
lection— it  tenders  its  sagacious  advice  to  tbe 
Imperial  Government  to  prevent  it,  on  the 
grounds  thai  a  colony  has  no  right  to  tax 
British  manufactures  for  the  purpose  of  sti 
ulating  home  industry.    It  is  fortunate  Vi 
oouver  Island,  in  its  protective  sentiment,  esn 
only   interfere  with  tbe  produotione  of  the 
United    States,  otherwise    no  doubt  the 
Thunderer  would  at  once  take  us  in  band  and 
govern  us  from  Priuting-house  square.

Faixow  Countrymen  :— At  this  second 
appearing  to  take  the  oath  of  tbe  President- 
ial office,  there  is  less  oeeasiou  for  an  extended 
addiess  than  there  was  at  tbe  first.
